Under intense aerial bombing, 
the 
Torrey Canyon has ceased to be a men­ 
ace in the waters off England’s south­ 
west shore. But the memory — and the 
damage — linger on. 
More than IOO miles of the resort- 
lined seacoast have been befouled or 
besmirched by the vast flood of crude 
oil that escaped from the supertank­ 
er as she came apart on the reef. 
Thousands of wild waterfowl are dead 
or dying. • 
Only the fortunate survival of all the 
crew keeps this from being one of the 
worst marine disasters of modem 
times. 
Questions not only remain, they cry 
out to be answered. Certainly the of­ 
ficial inquiries will have to take a most 
serious view of how it was that so huge 
a ship ever came to run aground on 
that shoal even during a storm, and 
that efforts to stop the spread of oil 
did not begin sooner. 
Certainly the property rights cen-

tering on ship and cargo were not to be 
ignored even under stress. But how 
about the rights of the owners of the 
beachfront property? What of the de­ 
struction of the birds and other aqua­ 
tic species upon whose lives a money 
value cannot be placed?

burning oil, setting fire to buildings, 
firemen would not likely have hesitat­ 
ed to do anything deemed necessary to 
stop the further spread of a conflagra­ 
tion. 
Interesting questions of law and jus­ 
tice will doubtless be posed during and 
after the inquiries. Among them, per­ 
haps, might be the question of how far 
the ship’s owners or insurance com­ 
panies can be held accountable for 
damages. 
It seems unlikely there will be a rush 
to pay claims on any unprecedented 
scale. For that matter a shipwreck 
of this kind can cause damage compar­ 
able to that dealt naturally by a gale- 
driven tide.

Court Protects 
Poor Prisoner's 
Right of Appeal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court made it easier 
today for poor state convicts to 
try to win their freedom in fed­ 
eral courts. 
The government, the court 
said in a unanimous unsigned 
opinion, must foot the costs for 
appeals when trial judges au 
thorize them. 
When a federal trial judge 
grants a prisoner the right to 
appeal to a higher court “in for­ 
ma 
pauperis”, 
the 
Supreme 
Court said, the higher court 
must consider the appeal as it 
normally would for a prisoner 
who had counsel and could af­ 
ford to pay costs. 
Today’s ruling deals with ha­ 
beas corpus proceedings. These 
proceedings usually occur in 
federal court after state prison­ 
ers have exhausted their ap­ 
peals in swate courts. 
The court acted on an appeal 
by Edward John Nowakowski, 
convicted in the 1957 burglary 
of an Erie, Pa., tavern and sen­ 
tenced to three additional sen­ 
tences for escape from prison 
and assault.

Israel, in a letter to the Secu­ 
rity Council president Friday, 
said the Syrians had opened fire 
first on Israelii working in 
fields that had been under culti­ 
vation for years.
